a reporter Monday said: 
* J was born in Montpelier, Yt., with­ 
in two blocks of George Dewey 's home, 
in the same y ear and abou t the same 
time. 
W e were play mates and school­ 
mates for y ears, and hav e kept u p ou r 
acqu aintance and friendship ev ersinee, 
thou gh 1 hav e not seen the commodore 
for eight y ears. 
“ He comes of New England stock on 
both sides and all the way b a c k ,thou gh 
1 do not know his pedigree bey ond his 
parents. 
His father was Dr. Ju liu s Y. 
Dewey , one of the leading phy sicians 
in the place, who, after hav ing bu ilt 
u p a large practice and accu mu lated 
some means, became the president of 
the National Life Insu rance Company 
of Vermont, at Montpelier. 
Soon after 
he became connected with the company 
it ex perienced a su ccession of heav y 
losses, which threatened it vs itb ru in. 
“ In this emergency Dr. Dewey did 
pretty mu ch what Commodore Dewey 
has ju st done at the Philippines. T ha t 
is, he made u p his mind that the com­ 
pany had a good fu tu re before it if it 
cou ld be tided ov er its losses. Then he 
pu t ev erthing he had into it and won. 
Under his management the company 
became immensely prosperou s. 
^ 
“ Dr. Dewey married a Miss Perrin. 
He died at the age of 7 2, and his wife 
died a good many y ears before he did. 
Dr. Dewey was a man of fine character, 
and was greatly lov ed and respected. 
He was a Congregatioanlist in early 
life, bu t became an Episcopalian, and 
was regarded a* the father of Christ 
Episcopal Chu rch in « Montpelier. 
All 
the members of his family were and 
are strict Episcopalians. 
“ The present commodore attended 
the district school then an academy in 
LaMoile cou nty , forty miles from Mont­ 
pelier, and the nav al academy at A n­ 
napolis. 
As long as he liv ed in Mont­ 
pelier I saw him ev ery day and after 
he went away I alway s met him in v a­ 
cation time. 
I cannot giv e y ou any 
characteristic anecdotes or ^incidents 
connected with his y ou th. 
I hav e a 
v ery decided impression, thou gh, as to 
what kind of boy he was. 
He was a 
good scholar, and he had good sense 
and good manners. 
“ He had, too, an immense fu nd of 
phy sical energy , and was alway s on the 
go. 
Ho was fond of pranks, bu t nev er 
of mean or v iciou s pranks, and he was 
decidedly cou rageou s.

na. It ia a sort of loat tribe, or, rather, 
an amalgamation of two lost tribes. 
If one can imagine what sort of beings 
w oultiresult from more than a century 
intermarry ing of American Indians and 
Guinea negroes, with an occasional dash 
of white blood added to the mix ture, he 
may form a notion of the people that 
live back in the rugged hills that rise 
about ^utfern, 
Ramapo, 
Sloatsburg, 
Woodbourue, Tux edo aud other places 
iu the Ramapb valley . 
But it would 
take a pretty brisk imagination to pic­ 
ture some of the queer specimens of hu­ 
manity that have resulted from this 
mix ture. 
Albinos of the milkiest haired and 
pinkest ey ed variety are common, and 
tbo dime museums recruit tlx ir curio 
balls iu that line from among these 
mountaineers, as did the great and only 
Barnrm before them. 
Ba* k in the lust century and during 
the first quarter of the present century 
slaves were common in that part of 
New York state and the adjacent region 
of New J ersey . These slaves were Heat­ 
ed no better by their old Dutch masters 
than were their fellow bondsmen in the 
south. 
They wero worked long and 
hard, and the lash was not spared. Con­ 
sequently runaway slaves were many . 
These runaway s invariably sought the 
fastnesses of the surrounding mountains. 
it is a very difficult thing to make 
one’s way up and among the Ramapo 
mountains even at this day , and it was 
almost an im possibility in the slavery 
day s. 
As a result, when a negro once 
succeeded iu hiding there he was as safe 
from recapture as if ho had gone to 
Canada, although he might be within 
sig ht aud sound of his master’s home. 
Scores of runaway s in time peopled the 
inaccessible hills, and iu 
the spots 
where they threw up their first shelter­ 
ing huts of bark or fallen trees or found 
refuge in caves their descendants dwell 
today . 
The woods had their Indian dwellers 
already , and the two races mingled. 
These are the strange people who are 
seen now and then iu the little villag es 
along the Erie railway in Rockland and 
the adjoining towns of Bergen and 
Orange counties, and whose homes are 
far hack in tbo hills. 
A characteristic 
of theso people is that the names of the 
old Dutch fam ilies in which the orig ­ 
inal blacks were slaves have been re­ 
tained hv them, generation after gener­ 
ation, 
The most numerous fam ily of 
the race goes by the name of Do Groat, 
but there are De Freeses, Van Hoe von s 
and many other Dos and Vans. 
In the summer time y ou m ight climb 
and clamber and stumble up the steep 
sides and over the rocky summits of the 
Ramapo mountains all day and not see 
a solitary sign of a habitation, although 
there would be many on all sides of 
y ou. 
They are so deftly tucked in 
among the rocks aud hidden by the trees 
and foliage that only one acquainted 
with the way s of tbo mountaineers could 
find them. 
In the fall, when the trees 
are bare, tho huts stand revealed to any 
who may pass that w’ay , and such are 
few, for although there is no better 
ruffed grouse shooting any where than 
m these mountain fastnesses tho weary 
climbing necessary to get to tho haunts 
of these birds is more than the average 
sportsman cares to undergo. 
There is no ground that might grow 
any thing about any of these huts; not a 
chicken or a fowl of any kind; not 
even a pig. 
But there are dogs without 
lim it—mongrel, wolfish looking dogs, 
such as m ight hang about Indian camps 
—and alway s from one to half a dozen 
half naked, eerie, elfish looking ch il­ 
dren, whc* at sight or sound of a stran­ 
ger, scamper to cover in the-hut, in the 
brush or among tho rocks, disappearing 
as a upletely as a startled brood of 
y oung quail. 
How do these people subsist? They 
are the beet hunters and fishermen in 
the land, aud game and trout are abun­ 
dant all about them. 
They hunt aud 
snare grouse and rabbits and catch trout 
for the market during the season. 
Tho 
women and children pick berries. 
For 
the products of the forest, streams and 
berry patches these people obtain store 
; goods at the villages, both the lux uries 
and the necessaries —the latter being 
chiefly whisky and tobacco, the former 
! flour, meal and cheap dress goods. 
For 
their own home providing the possum 
and the coon are plentiful at their very 
doors, and the chicken coops of the out­ 
ly ing farms and villag es are not entire­ 
ly inaccessible. 
Now aud then a De 
Groat or Van Somobody -or-otber w ill 
hire out to do work by the day , but he 
B looked upon by his fellow mountain­ 
eers as a degenerate. Some of the female 
children grow to be ex tremely handsome 
and shapely y oung women, but it is 
rare that there are any marriages among 
these people outside of their own race. 
—New York Suu.

Here, tl in, was Goody ear, after y ears 
of vary ing hopes and unvary ing ill for­ 
tune, in possession of a secret that was 
dcMined to place his name in the high* 
i st niche of fame. 
But this knowledge 
did not bring him immediate fortune— 
in fact, this ix * never secured. 
He had 
it st tho confidence of all who hud help­ 
ed 1 in, and for two y ears his sufferings 
sui passed even those of the y ears of ex - 
pci, mentiug. At this time he moved to 
New York, and it was said of him, “ If 
von meet a man who has on an india 
rubber coat, cap, stock, vest and shoes, 
with an india rubber purse, without a 
cent in it, that is Goody ear.’’ 
He had 
to pawn all hi s furniture for food, and 
lie pledged an umbrella with Vaudeibilt 
to secure a ft v ferry tickets to the city . 
At last enough money was securec to 
put his invention on the market, and 
Goody ear's process very soon made the 
manufacture of rul.b r goods one of the 
principal industries if the world. 
But 
although others made immense fortunes 
out of vulcanized rubber the inventor 
got little share of it. 
He went to Eng­ 
land and France ex hibiting his products. 
Ho was awarded the great council 
medal at the ex hibition of all nations 
at London in 1861, the grand medal of 
honor to the world’s ex hibition at Paris 
in 1885, and was presented with the 
cross of tho Legion of Honor by Napo 
leon 111. 
Yet with all these honors he 
died a comparatively poor man at the 
Fifth Avenue hotel in New York J uly 
1, IribO.—Chicago Post.

let it boil away , leaving just enough to 
moisten, and thus save all tlx * desirable 
solabjp mutter that may have been 
drawn out. 
Cook cabbage and cauli­ 
flower uncovered, in a large kettle of 
rapidly boiling water, salted uix l with 
a saltspoouful of soda in it; onions, 
scald and change tho water twice.

and drain it off after cooking.
